Health Officer Dr. Geo. W. Cox, to 
diagnose the two cases, one of which 
proved fatal. 
Dr. Spencer’s diagnosis is the firkt 
official recognition of the presence 
in Tex as of spotted fever, a disease 
transm ittable to men by the bite of 
i infected ticks. 
Although many wood 
and dog ticks are not infected with 
the fever, the disease in man is se­ 
rious enough to w arrant the practice 
of precautionary measures. 
A per­ 
son with spotted fever will 
develop 
the the disease within 2 to 12 day* 
after receiving the infection. 
When the ticks appear, they are 
unfed and are seeking some animal 
to attach 
themselves to and suck 
blood. 
When the tick drops on an 
animal, including man, it does 
not 
start feeding at once, 
but usually 
spends some time searching for a 
suitable place. 
Ex periments 
have 
shown that a previously unfed tick 
will attach itself to the body and 
feed 
for a few hours before trans­ 
mitting the infection but it them be^ 
comes highly infectious. 
Three measures may be used 
to 
prevent sotted fever; avoid 
ticks, 
remove ticks from the person as soon 
as possible, or be vaccinated. 
Vac­ 
cine to prevent spotted fever is not 
readily available so precaution should 
be used to avoid or eliminate tick* 
from the person immediately.
